HEARING ON LUMBER BILL. 

Ex-Representative Daniel J. Kiley of 
Boston was before the committee on 
mercantile affairs at the State Mouse 
today in favor of a bill providing that 
surveyors of lumber shall be elected in 
towns and shall be appointed in cities 
by the mayor and aldermen, except in 


the county of Suffolk, the cities of Cam- 
bridge, Medford, Somerville and Quincy 
and the towns of Brookline and Water- 
town, a section of the revised laws pro- 


ton. 

Through the tunnel the old tedious, 
round-about way of getting passengers 
and particularly freight from the north 
to the south side of the city will be 
abolished and it will be possible to give 
the two roads a unified and composite 
scheme of operation that can be assured 
in no other way. 

The cost of $16,000,000 seems almost 
prohibitive. The New Haven manage- 
ment is confident that the opening of 
this four-track tunnel would, however, 
immediately secure economies in opera- 
tion that would entail an annual saving 
of between $800,000 and $1 000,000. This 
sum is ufficient to capitalize the cost of 
the construction with all necessary ad- 
juncts at 5 per cent interest. 

Another feature of the tunnel which 
deserves comment is that the proposed 
connection is’ to be established, not so 
much with the hope of creating new busi- 
ness as helping to Landle expeditiously 
and economically the traffic already at 
hand. Incidentally the tunnel is bound 
in time to be the means of stimulating 
new business, simply because of the in- 
creased efficiency which it makes pos- 
sible. 

At present both North and South sta- 
tions are congested with traffic and are 
handling pretty close up to their capac- 
ity. For instance, the South station is 
now accommodating 1477 trains daily. A 
substantial portion of these could be 
gotten rid of by the use of the tunnel 
and a practical increase made thereby in 
the capacity of the terminal building. 


The New Haven management is will- 
ing to accept any reasonable settlement 
of the present '‘situation—either to rent 
from the city or state a tunnel erected 
out of the public funds or if the author- 
ities so specify, it will build the tunnel 
itself. : 

There is good opinion that in the fina] 
adjustment the railroad will be allowed 
to build its own tunnel under Atlantic 
avenue instead of across lots under = 
new street as has been suggested.

VICTORIA, B. C.-—-Publie attention ig 
now being attracted to the imperial naval 
station at Esquimalt in consequence of 
Lhe naval bill now in the hands of the 


Dominion Parliament at Ottawa, and the 
impending transfer of the station to the 
Canadian authorities. The withdrawal 
of the warships from Esquimalt a num- 
ber of years ago was a severe blow to 
the business houses of Victoria, but the 
hope has always remained that Great 
Britain would find it expedient to again 
maintain a squadron on the Pacific. 

This hope bids fair to be realized, as 
the provisions of the Canadian naval bill 
Include a squadron of three cruisers for 
this coast with headquarters at Esqui- 
malt, whose annual maintenance, includ- 
ing the dockyard, will considerably ex- 
reed $1,000,000. In addition to the Can- 
adian vessels, H. M. S. Egeria, the naval 
survey ship, will continue in service until 
1911, while H. M. 8S. Algerine will be 
placed in commission in March. It is 
reported that Earl Grey is encouraging 
2 movement to secure the former vessel 
for a training ship for the new Canadian 
navy. 

Advices recently received here state 
that the Canadian government has pur- 
thased the third class cruiser H. M. S. 
Appollo from the British admiralty as a 
nucleus for its Pacific fleet. The Appollo 
has a displacement of 3400 tons, a speed 
record of 20 knots, and is fitted with 
20 guns, four Maxims, four torpedo tubes, 
and carries a crew of 273 officers and 
men. The formal transfer of the station 
to the Canadian government will occur 
when the latter completes its arrange- 
ments. 

A noticeable effect of the imminent

BRITISH TRADESMEN 
RAISE OBJECTION T 
PORT TRADE RATES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
LONDON — The London Chamber of 
Commerce and its various trade sections, 


in conjunction with waterside manufac- | 


turers and trade organizations, are lodg- 


ing a number of objections on questions 


of principle and also on classification of 
goods and the amount of rates it is pro- 
posed to charge. It is maintained, inter 
alia, that there should be a provision in 
the order whereby goods which, after 
importation and sale on the London mar- 
ket, are reexported, should be exempted 
If, it is maintained, 
additional rates are imposed on the 
entrepot trade of the port, the tendency 
will be for such trade to leave London 
to the advantage of competing conti- 
nental ports. This would result in a 
loss of business to London brokers, trad- 
ers, and wharfingers, and also to the 
port authority in their capacity as ware. 
house-keepers. 

Attention also being paid to the posi- 
tion of manufacturers who compete with 
manufacturers at foreign and _ coast 
towns. Owing to the provision in the 
port of London act that goods which are 
transshipped in the port are free of all 

ort rates, manufacturers at other Brit- 
ish ports and at foreign ports, are en- 
abled to use the-port of London free of 
charge. There is no provision enabling 
London manufacturers who are in com- 
petition with these makers in all the 
markets of the world to be similarly ex- 
empted. 

Under the schedule as drawn coastwise 
traffic would be subject to a maximum 
of half the general maximum rates.

AWAKENING MUCH INTEREST)

AERONAUTICAL NOTES 


FIRST BERLIN EXHIBIT OPENS IN APRIL—PROMISING LADY AERONAUT— 
DIBRIGIBLE CLEMENT - BAYARD STARTS FOR LONDON NEXT MONTH 


(Special to The Monitor.) 


LONDON—It is reported from Vienna 

that in Wiener Neustadt Herr Weisen- 
bach remained in the air for 66 minutes 
in a Wright flying machine, during which 
period he covered a distance of 90 kilo- 
metres, while from Berlin it is reported 
that Herr Max Oertz has obtained the 
German height record at Luneburger- 
heide, attaining to a height of 150 
metres. 
. At the beginning of April the first 
aeronautical exhibition to be held in 
Berlin will be opened in the postoffice 
museum, where the models of the best 
known dirigibles and aeroplanes will be 
on view. The exhibits. will include a 
spherical balloon, captured in 1871, when 
an attempt was made by the Parisians to 
use the balloon as a means of communi- 
cating with other parts of France. 


Miss Bland promises to be a successful 


lady aeronaut in the future. She is 
stated to be the first lady to have de- 


its type to be tested in Ireland. The 
machine designed by Miss Bland is about 
28 feet wide and is of the Wright type. 
No engine has at present been fitted, for 
Miss. Bland is using the aeroplane ‘as a 
gliding machine, having already achieved 
several successful glides from the summit 
of a hilke, When the preliminary trials 
have been brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion, the engine will be fittted and 
the machine transformed into a complete 
flying machine which Miss Bland herself 
intends to pilot. 


As is well known, coal gas has been 
generally used for some considerable 
time for filling balloons, although there 
have been several drawbacks to its use. 
Recently, however, a method has been 
invented, says the University correspond- 
ent, for converting ordinary coal gas into 
a much lighter and more suitable gas 
containing more than 80 per cent of 
hydrogen, and only half as heavy as 
ordinary coal gas. It is said that the

gas is about one ounce avoirdupois per

WASHINGTON—-The special Lodge 
cost-of-living committee is scheduled to 
hold its second session today in an at- 
tempt to arrive at a true conception of 
the alleged tremendous increase in Ane 
prices of meat and other staple articles 


of food. 

At the first hearing Tuesday a. com- 
‘parison of some of the meat ‘cuts in the 
four cities revealed the following: 

Roasts—-Baltimore, 14 to 20 cents a 
pound; Wasfiington 
Philadelphia, 15 to 25 cents, and New 
York, 14 to 26 cents. 

Steaks—Baltimore, 20 to 25 cengs a 
poind; Washington, to 23 cents; New 
York, 22 to 28 cents, and Philadelphia, 
20 to 26 cents. 

Chops—Baltimore, 25, cents a pound; 
Washington, 28 to 35 cents; New York, 
25 to 30 cents, and Philadelphia, 25 to 
30° cents. 

Retail merchants of Washington, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia and New York testi- 
fied at the morning and afterfoon sessions 
Tuesday, all of them agreeing that the 
causes for the prevailing prices are natu- 
ral. They made an exception of but one 
product—butter—which, they said, is 
controlled by the Elgin market, Other- 
wise they practically were unanimous in 
asserting that neither the tariff nor the 
trusts had anything to do with the situa- 
tion so far as the sale of any food product 
is concerned. 

As for the causes of the prices, some 
of the witnesses advanced the theory 
that the scarcity of farm help is re- 
sponsible. Others blamed the shortage of 
supply.. All of them denied that any 
agreements are made with the whole- 
salers as to the prices to be charged. 

As a result of the testimony, the com- 
mittee is now prepared to make a com- 
parison of the cost of living, in the four 
cities referred to, The inquiry proved 
that the Baltimore market is the cheap- 
est. That is, the cost of meat products 
in‘Baltimore is lower than in Washing- 
ton, Philadelphia or New York.

“The greatest increase commences, 
singularly, in the very day they left 
and practically ends on identically the 
same spot. MHartlett left Peary after 
making 281 miles in 31 days. 

“After that Peary spent eight days, 
five going and three returning. in travel 
north of this point and says he traveled 
264 nautical miles, not counting detours, 
or nearly four times the speed made 
when Bartlett was with him. The last 
three days of his travel, 132 miles from 
the Bartlett camp, he says he made 
44 nautical miles a dav or oVer 50 stat- 
ute miles not counting detours, and that 
was done at the end of a fatiguing jour- 
ney of 545 miles.” 

Mr. Macon. expressed himself as op- 
posed to any congressional recognition of 
Commander Peary’s alleged achievement 
in the absence of positive proofs that he 
actually reached the pole. Thus far Mr. 
Peary has declined to submit his proofs 
to the commitfee on the ground that he 
is under contract for their exclusive use 
by a publishing concern. 

“In view of this astounding claim of 
speed,” continued Mr. Macon, “it becomes 
necessary to examine closely Peary’s 
record in connection therewith. If this 
speed was so plainly clear to him may 
we not justly ask why he could not have 
permitted Bartlett to continue within a 
day or within half a day of the pole and 
be an actual witness and still not the 
discoverer ? 

“Nowhere in the published report is 
there a single positive record made dur- 
ing those eight days that could be ex- 
amined as evidence except the one in- 
stance where he found no bottom in his 
attempt to sound the 1500 fathoms of 
water. It is a separate story in itself, 
elaborately planned, a brief statement 
of one transaction, complete in itself. 
After reading it one only remembers that 
it has hop, skip and jump, sleep a wink 
or two, then on in a gallop.”

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law, but differing from us in matter of 
detail as to its application here. As all 
we have at heart is to get the principle 
of the Canadian law, it ought to be 
possible to harmonize differences as to 
details. The principle of the Canadian 


gin until all chance for compromise has 
been exhausted by negotiation. We sim- 
ply ask that men shall reason first, and 
if that fails, fight afterward. 

“The substitute bill would provide 
that men may still fight first and reason 
afterward, That is contrary to the es- 
sential, vital principle of the Canadian 
law, In practical application it would 
mean not a Jessening of the number of 
strikes, but perhaps a just ending of 
the battle in a larger percentage of 
cases. In the first two and three quar- 
ters years of the working of the Canad- 
ian law, of 80 disputes in the field it 
covers, only six resulted in strikes, 
where in the preceding 10 years there 
had been 100 strikes. . 

“Where Canada amicably adjusted '74 
disputes without recourse to strikes, this 
substitute bill would in practise have led 
to perhaps a more just ending to 74 
strikes. To be sure, it would have per- 
mitted request for investigation before 
rgsort to strikes, but it is altogether im- 
probable this would ever happen, for the 
substitute bill makes no provjsion against 
preparation for strikes, the massing of 
strike-breakers, etc., and aggrieved em- 
ployees contemplating a strike would not 
be likely to warn the employer to pre- 
pare for it, giving him plenty of time, 
by asking'for investigation. The substi- 
tute bill, therefore, would not in reality 
lessen the number of strikes, now al- 
most 200 a year in this state on the 
average. 

“What ‘we all want is to get fair play 
for both employer and employee, witheut 
the enormous waste, loss and injury of 
industrial war. We want to save the 
cost to the wage-earner, now about 
$2,000,000 a year in wages in this state 
alone, the damage to industry and com- 
merce, the harm to the public. Actual 
experience in Canada shows that nine 
tenths of all this can be saved if dis- 
putants are compelled to argue in the 
presence of an impartial board of inves- 
tigation, before being allowed to resort 
to blows. Anything to accomplish the 
sume thing here will be a public blessing, 
and details of the method are immaterial] 
so long as they accomplish the purpose. 

“T propose, therefore, that you name a 
sub-committee to see if by conference 
we cannot work this out. Such a proced- 
ure is the more desirable because it is 
peculiarly important that this law shall 
have the sympathy of all who are di- 
rectly concerned. It cannot accomplish 
its perfect purpose unless the spirit if 
not the letter js accepted, and the more 
nearly we come to agreement upon the 
letter, the better. ' 

“It should mean something that after 
actual test the organized labor of Can- 
ada is overwhelmingly in favor of the 
law. . Both the great labor organizations, 
the Dominion Trades and Labor Con- 
gress and the Canadian Federation of 
Labor, have not only heartily indorsed 
it, but have voted to ask its extension 
to cover all industries, Its idea—en- 
forced opportunity for a bargain—ap- 
peals to common sense. It gives to the 
wage-earner far more than it takes from 
him, for it gives him a chance to get 
fair play without-sacrifice. It gives the 
employer protection against hasty, ill- 
considered attack. Most of all, it gives 
the public peace, the greatest interest of 
mankind.” :

“There may be cases,” said 
Mayor Fitzgerald, “where we may want 
authority to.borrow money, but the de- 
ciding of the amounts, and the financing 
of the loans should be left to the city 
council and the mayor. Leave the char- 
ter alone and leave us alone. We have 
been round the city, know the needs, and 
ean best judge of conditions. 

“On school matters I want the finance 
commission to make a complete investi- 
gation of educational methods as well as 
finances. 

“It is costing more in Boston to house 
the pupils tlian in any other city in the 
country. The excess 1s unexplainable. 
It is costing more per pupil to educate 
childrén in Boston. | 

“Tf the Boston finance commission re- 
fuses to go into the educational side, 
which I believe is most important, I am 
agreeable to having the new city council 
and the schcol committee make an in- 
vestigation of their own. The sooner it 
is started the better.”

Catherine 
Breshkovskaya, on secret trial for al- 
leged criminal revolutionary activity, is 
so inconsequential that there is strong 
hope that the prisoners will either be 
acquitted or given light sentences. The 
trial will probably be concluded today. 


ST. PETERSBURG — Nicholas VV, 
Tschaikovsky pleaded not guilty and 
Mme. Breshkovskaya responded, “I ad- 
mit that I am a social-revolutionist,” 
when their trial was begun Tuesday. 

The audience was confined to the pris- 
oners, court officers, Tschaikovsky’s wife 
and 40 gendarmes and plain clothes offi- 
cers. Judge Krashennikiff presided and 
the government was represented by Vice 
Prosecutor Chervinsky, M. Zarudny ap- 
peared for Mme. Breshkovskaya, and 
Vassili Malakoff for Tschaikovsky. 

The court denied a motion for sepa- 
rate trials and the request by the state 
for an adjournment in view of the non- 
appearance of Feodroff, the political 
agent of the secretary of police and three 
other police witnesses. The issuance of 
subpoenas for American witnesses was 
denied. 

Mme. Bracey, the daughter of Tschaik- 
ovsky was admitted to the courtroom to 
state on behalf of the sureties whether 
they were willing to continue on .her 
father’s bail bond until a verdict was 
reached. 

All the testimony of the prosecution 
was introduced Tuesday.

~ URGES EXPANSION IN 
TRADE WITH HAVANA 


He Finds in Cuba That Great 
Opportunities for Island 
Trade Are Available to 
Boston Merchants. 


NEW YORK—Mayor Fitzgerald of 
Boston strongly believes that his city 
deserves some of the good things in the 
way of trade that now are had by New 
York. He told a reporter in this city 
yesterday that there is no plausible rea- 
son why Boston should not develop a 
prosperous trade with Cuba. He has just 


returned from Havana, where he has in- 
vestigated such trade possibilities, and 
says he found thei excellent. 

All that is needed to build up a direct 
traffic from Havana to Boston, he said, 
is that Boston merchants should patron- 


ize the Boston & Cuba Steaioship Com-: 


pany’s line, the new line started last fall 
under what appeared to be the auspices 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
For some inexplicable reason, according 
to Mayor Fitzgeraid, Bostonians have not 
taken advantage of the facilities offered 
by the direct route and still patronize 
the New York- Havana line to a large 
extent. 

The mayor intimated that there may 


be private reasons why it is more profit- 


able to Bostonians to ship via New York, 


_ but he insists that the’ rates charged by 


the Boston company are as cheap if not 
cheaper than those from New York. “It 
is for the business interests of Boston to 
look after the commerce of their own 
city,” said he. 

In this connection Mayor 
may be quoted as strongly in-favor of 
some ship subsidy enactment’ which 
would build up American shipping: and 
benefit all the Atlantic seaboard ports 
equally. Such a bill was once defeated 
in the federal) House of Representatives 
through the efforts of three Massachu- 
setts congressinen, said he. 

He does not pretend to pass upon the 
merits of “the present subsidy measure 
before Congress, but declared that in 
his opinion some form of mail subsidy on 
an adequate basis ‘s ‘as iniportant as 
government pensions or other kindred 
projects.

ter of a nofi-offensive character in re- 
claiming land. An extensive area has 
been added to Governor’s island by this 
means, and he said he thought some such 
scheme might well be applied in Boston 
harbor, minimizing tne cartage and 
dumping of waste and adding valuable 
space to the city’s docking facilities. 

Of the East river bridges, three of 
which are almost new, Mayor Fitzgerald 
drew a comparison with the methods of 
transportation between Boston and East 
Boston. He is plainly not altogether’in 
sympathy with the East Boston tunnel 
projects. “Would it not be better,” he 
asked, “instead to put the $7,000,000 
into a bridge?” He said that the geo- 
graphical features of the East river and 
Boston harbor are very similar and that 
in advocating a bridge he was not merely 
considering tlie facilities which would be 
afforded East Boston alone, but the terri- 
tory beyond as far as Lynn, all of which 
section would be greatly benefited. 

In Havana the mayor visited the re- 


mains of the battleship Maine, which he 


thinks should be raised as soon as pos- 
sible. Mr. and Mrs. Fitzgerald were 
snapped by a kodak while standing on 
the upper work of the sunken vessel 
and the picture will shortly be available 
He did not see President 
Gomez, who was absent, but was royally 
entertained by the mayor of Havana. 
Mayor Fitzgerald intimates in his con- 
versation that the Boston finance com- 
mission, appointed by Governor Draper, 
is not representative of the public sen- 
timent of the city in its general policy. 
He stated that he and the city council 
elected with him, in his opinion, fully 


represented public sentiment, and that | 


while he would be glad to cogperate 
with the finance commission in any mat- 
ter where the public good as he saw it 
was concerned, he was not willing - to 
take its recommendations and follow 
them without using his own judgment. 

If the commission were representative 
of labor as well as of capital, he said 
in effect, its opinions would reflect bet- 
ter the wishes of the whole population 
of Boston. But as it is, he does not 
think that it does reflect the ideas of 
the greater — of the people and 
he intends to run ..is administration in- 
dependently. 

A sweeping change in the personnel of 
Boston department heads is due by May 
1, according to Mayor Fitzgerald. ie in- 
tends to supply all vacancies with men 
of the highest class obtainable, according 
to his statements here. 

In speaking of the reduction of expense 
in the interests of economy in the Bos- 
ton assessing department, Mayor Fitz- 
gerald did not commit himself. In some 
other branches of the city service, how- 
ever, he is contemplating a raise of sala- 
ries. He mentioned the city hall clerks 
specifically as deserving a raise, as he 
thinks their remuneration is below that 
of like employees in other departments. 

The mayor is shortly going to institute 
an investigation of salaries paid to clerks 
in city hall, the court house, the custom 


house and other branches of the city, | 
state and federal service, with a view to! 


obtaining reliable figures on which to 
base a comparison of salaries. He thinks 
uch an investigation will show that some 
of the city employees’ salaries range be.- 
low those of the others 


DARTMOUTHS MAY 


PLAN MACHINE 
GUN PLATOONS 


Ad jutant-General Brigham Is 
Now Considering Matter of 
Establishing Them as Units 
of Massachusetts Militia. 


The infantry and‘cavalry of the Massa- 
chusetts volunteer militia are to have 
machine gun platoons. This question is 
now receiving the attention of Adjt.-Gen. 
William H. Brigham. 

The war department two years ago or- 
ganized machine gun platoons in all regu- 
lar cavalry and infantry regiments. One 
officer was given command and a picked 
body of men made up the organization. 
Now it has been determined that this 
was unsatisfactory and the war depart- 
ment is considering plans for the estab- 
lishment of companies. It is proposed 
to establish a thirteenth company in each 
reyiment, consisting of a minimum of one 
captain, one first and one second lieuten- 
ant, 13 non-commissioned officers, two 
cooks, one artificer, one mechanic and 
42 privates and a maximum during war 
times of the same number of all, except 
nine corporals and 92 privates, a total of 
114 enlisted. To do this the army regu- 
lation will have to be changed. 

Legislative action would have to be 
sought to establish machine gun *‘¢ 
panies in Massachusetts, so for the pr 
ent platoons will suffice as units. 


BONFERENGE DATES 
AND TOPICS CHOSEN 


HANOVER, N. H.—The annual Gay 
conference between teachers of secondary 
schools and the facylty of Dartmouth 
College is to be held in Hanover May 19, 
20 and 21. This year the subjeet of the 
conference will be the study and teach- 
ing of the classics. 

Papers will be given, designed to open 
a general discussion, by Dr. William Gal- 
lagher of Thayer Academy, under .the 
title, “kaudator temporis acti, sperans | 
autum meliora’; by Dr. D. W. Aber- 
crombie of Worcester Academy, on the 
“Examinations of the College Entrance 
Examination Board”; by Prof. J. K. Lord 
of the Greek department of Dartmouth 
on the question, “What result is to be ex- 
pected from the study of Latin’? by 
Prof. H. E. Burton of the Dartmouth 
Latin department on “Ferrero’s treat- 
mént of the First Book of Caesar’s Gallic 
War.” 

It is hoped that Professor Kirkland 
of Exeter, chairman of the American 
Philological Association committee on 
college entrance requirements in Latin 
will open a discussion on the recent re- 
port of that commission and on the op- 
portunities that its general adoption will 
secure for the general improvement of 
the Latin courses in schools. 

These discussions are to be held in 
Dartmouth hall Friday and Saturday 
morning. Friday evening ,the visitors, 
together with the High Schoolmasters 
Club of New Hampshire, will be the 
guest of the college at a luncheon to be 
served in College hall. This is to be 
followed by the presentation of “The 
Oedipus Tyrannus” of Sophocles in 
Greek by the students of the classical 
department of the college. This will 
draw many to the conference, for it is 
the first attempt Dartmouth has ever 
made for the production of a classic play.

WASHINGTON — As: Monitor readers 
are already aware, when Congress puts 
through another public building bill it 


will probably provide a home in this city‘ 


for the Vice-President. From the begin- 


ning of the government the Vice-Presi-_| 


dent has come to Washington and lived 
here like any other man-in publte life, 
in a rented house, or if he didn’t like 
that, then a house of his own. But the 
government has been responsible for no 
part of this living expense. It has paid 
him a stated salary and left him free to 
live wherever he might choose and at 
what cost. 

But as the years have gone by the 
=| Position of Vice-President has increased 
in importance, particularly along secial 
lines, -until not: Where is no ordinary 
house in the cit¥ ‘that is large enough 
for the receptions-the Vice-President. is 
compelled to give during the sotial sea- 
son. Only a short time ago V.ice- Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Sherman gave the usual 
reception to the members of the’ Sen- 
ate and their families, and the crowd was 
almost as large as that which throngs the 
White House on reception nights. More 
people were on. the street in front of the 
house during the reception hours than 
could get inside at any one time, and 
only the fact that the night was pleasant 
prevented a great deal of annoyance and 
damage to fine costumes.

000,000. But $15,000,000 is a large sum 
when it is recalled thatthe total appro- 
priations of the present session, thus 
far, show aw saving of only $2,500,000 
over similar appropriations of a year 
ago. And this in spite ‘of the speeches 
and messages of the President in favor 
of economy and the cutting down of 
executive estimates at the beginning of 
the session. 

The outlook therefore is not Bieta: 
larly bright for a public buildings bill at

Steady Ton Abroad Is Bisthied to Facilitate Clearance 
of Old Stocks at the Seaboard and the Acquisition of

prices at the Londgn sales, which have 
been freely made for some time past, 
were verified Tuesday, when the opening 
of the second series of wool auctions for 
1910 took place. 

For the most degirab'e merinos there 
wag an-advanee of about 5 percent and 
the general run of crossbreds held 
firmly #o approximately the prices ep 
at the end of the January serie 
low crossbreds there is some tendency 
to easier quotations, however, and fur- 
ther developments aiong this line are 
awaited with interest.

OREGON RAILROAD

Wood Land and Marble De- 

posits Near Gold Hill, Ore., 

to Be Developed by Newly, 
Organized Company. 


MEDFORD, Ore.—A logging railroad 
of 12 miles is to be built out from Gold 
Hill to tap a body of 25,000 acres of 
fine timber Jand lying on Foots creek and 
on the divide between Rogue’ river and 
Applegate river.

A few years ago there was a strong 
demand for “shorts” because they sold 
for five cents each alive and for abdut 
seven cents boiled and were considéred | 


‘|}much more tender than those of legal 


length, over 104% inches. Then the in- 
creased demand for lobsters from “the 
summer tourists made it practyally nec- 
essary for the lobstermen to take ‘the 
“shorts” whether they wanted to- 
not. : 

The state authorities took the lobster- 
men into their confidence, told them that 
it was for their own good that the 
“shorts” should be allowed to grow to 
legal length and that experiments would 
prove this. The fishermen and fish war- 
dens have worked hand in hand for the 
past few years and the results® have 
proved most gratifying. Maine’s lob- 
ster industry ast year amounted to 
more than $2,000,000 and it is expected 
to be bigger this year while the supply 
is greater than last year.’

spondence relating to France’s lost. colo- 
nies—Canada and Louisiana. It is thanks 
to M. Etienne Dejean,«#director of the 
national archives, that these documents 
j will be made public. When he heard that 
the ministry of the colonies was to be 
moved from its present hendquarters .! in 
the. Louvre palace, he asked that t 
papers be transferred to the Hotel ei. 
bise, the home of the national archives. 
This transfer not only will benefit his- 
| torians and’-students, but it relieves the 
iministry of the care of documents for 
which it has no present use. 

“During the past few vears,” said M. 
Dejean, “the sgudy of history by the 
examination of archives has grown more 
and more popular. It is the outcome 
of our modern desire for minute accuracy 
of detail. This fashion was probably set 
by the School of Charters which was 
founded here in 1875 for the express 
purpose of studying medieval history 
from official documents. 

“We at the National 
perfect sympathy with

historical papers to us. We have met 
with great success. Since 1899 eight 
of the ministries have responded to our 
call.

To determiffe the question as te 
whether the depth of the sea affects 
the speed of war vessels extensive tests 
will soon .be conducted over the Prov; 
incetown (Mass.), Rockland 
Delaware Breakwater courses. 

The first-class battleship Michigatt 
construeted by the New York, Shipbuild- 
ing Company at Camden, N. J.,’ will be 
tried first. The ship will have her stan- 
dardization tests over each of the courses 
named, Then the battleship Delaware, 
built» by the same company, and the 
North Dakota, built by the Fore River 
Company at Quincy, will have similar 
trials over these courses. Following 
the battleships the torpedoboat destroy- 
ers Flusser and Reid will be put through 
the tests. 

Arrangements for the experiments, 
which will be on an elaborate scale and 
something entirely new for'the navy, are 
being made at the “Boston navy yard.

It is not an- 
nounced exactly when the tests will oc- 
cur, but the date is not far distant, ac- 
cording to the officer who supplies this 
information.

MEXICAN INVENTS 
NEW PATENT DAM 


Device Said to Be Especially 
Serviceable and Valuable in 
Streams Liable to Sudden 
Floods. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—An irrigation | 
dam that will prove of great benefit in 
rivers subject to sudden floods has been 
invented by Fredrico Wulff, a Mexican 
engineer of Torreon, and will be used in 
a dam he is constructing for the firm of 
William Purcell & Co. on the Nazas 
river. The dam consists of a solid foun- 
dation of concrete and two steel cylin- 
ders, in this case 100 feet long and 8 
feet in diameter. Behind these the water 
will be backed up to a level where it 
will enter the irrigation ditches. 

The steel cylinders are anchored on the 
banks and in the middle of the river bed 
and by means of jack chains and a winch 
can be rolled out of the way in case of 
high water. The same arrangement will 
govern the size of the orifice the steel 
cylinders provide for a spill way as their 
ends converge on gach other. 

The opinion of experts who have seen 
a similar dam in operation is that it is 
an unqualified~ success in rivers where 
sudden floods ‘have to be taken into con- 
sideration. Instead of inundating the

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ST. LOUIS MAN 
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GIVEN HIGH POST 


ST. LOUIS—A. B. W. Hodges, son ‘of 
Capt. W. R. Hodges, city auditor, and a 
graduate of Washington University, has |- 
been appoiated general manager of the 
mines, railroads and ‘all other interests 
of the Cerro dé Pasco Company of 
Peru, South America, at $50,000 a year. 

Mr. Hodges, who,is an expert mining 
engineer, left St. Louis 10 years ago to 
undertake the development of a copper 
property near Grand Forks, British Co- 
lumbia.

Before the in- 
vasion of the Spaniards, these mines 
were enormously rich in silver, and were 
worked by the Incas. 

After the silver was exhausted, great 
deposits of copper were found. The prop- 
erty has been thoroughly developed, a 
great smelter built, 5000 men employed 
and 100 miles of railroad built, connect- 
ing the property with a road sunning 
from Lima through the Andes mountains.

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FIGHT AGAINST CORPORATION 


TAX LAW GAINS PROMINENCE 


WASHINGTON —- Final argument of 
the cases involving the question of the 
constitutionality of the new corporation 
tax law is set for next week. 

In the meantime the attack on the law 
has loomed into added prominence and 
Vuesday brief after brief in opposition 
to the statute was filled in the supreme 
court of the United States. 

Prominent among these was the brief 
of former Senator Joseph B. Foraker of 
Ohio, solicitor for Louis W. Jared, a 
stockholder in the American Multigraph 
Company of Cleveland, O. who seeks, to 
have the company enjoined from paying 
_ the tax on the ground that it is uncon- 
stitutional. 

Davies, Stone & Auerbach presented a 
brief for the Cedar Street Company 


against the Park Realty Company of 
‘New York; Frederic R. Coudert od 
Perey H. Brundage against the Broad- 


way Realty Company, and Paul La 
Croix, against the Motor Taximeter 
Company of New York. i 

Mr. Foraker says the “indefiniteness 
of the language employed” in the cor- 
poration tax provision of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law makes it difficult to 
ascertain just what the tax is. He con- 
tends that the thing taxed must be one 
of these: First, the business carried on 
by the corporation to be taxed; second, 
the entire net income from all sources; 
third, the corporation itself; fourth, the 
franchise to be a corporation; fifth the 
privilege or facility afforded by the in- 
corporation to transact the business con- 
ducted by the corporation. 

He says it is clear that the framers 
intended to provide a corporation in- 
come tax without laying it on the in- 
come. ‘And,” he adds, “it is equally 
clear that they did not succeed.” 

An emphatic attack is made also on 
the publicity features of the provisions.

miniature size, some one half or one quar- 
ter of an acre or even only the size of a 
city lot. Under such cramped conditions 
it is necessary to do some crop moving 
and marketing during every month of 
the: year. Even the midwinter season 
the farmer uses to market his root crops 
which have been stored waiting higher 
prices and the fruit picked during the 
autumn. With the dawn of spring the 
spinach and rhubarb start the crop and 
having been disposed of at the city mar- 
ket other crops follow in a steady stream. 

The chief point in this intensive farm- 
ing is to utilize every foot of ground to 
its best advantage. The onion and rqgd- 
ish are good examples of how this is 
accomplished. As soon as the onion de- 
velops the slightest suspicion of a bulb 
it is pulled and bunched and those next 
it in size are given a netter opportunity 
for growth and development. In _ this 
way not a single crop but a continuous 
supply of onions and radishes is pro- 
duced. 


Mr. Bowie mentions a farm in greater 
New York planted with apple trees 
which bears an annual revenue of $10 
per tree. Forty trees will grow on an 
acre. Early peas have been harvested 
between the trees and yield $150 an acre 
more. Another farm, says he, has 20 
acres which produce 320 tons of cabbage 
a year having a farm value of $1500 and 
a market value two or three tifhes that 
amount. 

While farmers of American birth are 
still engaged in This ctass of agriculture 
to a considerable extent, it is chiefly car- 
tried on by Germans, Italians and Poles, 
whose knowledge of intensive farming is 
often brought with them from their for- 
mer homes. Even a few Chinese are en- 
gaged here in the production of oriental 
vegetables and fruits for the use of the 


local Chinese colony.

IS MADE BY PRESIDENT TAFT 


W ASHINGTON—President Taft, in an 
address to a rally of several hundred 
negroes held here Tuesday night in the 
interest of Wilberforce University of 
Ohio, made a strong plea for university 


education tor the negro. 

“The negro race is a great and grow- 
ing race,” said the President. “At the 
close of the war there were in this coun- 
try 4,000,000 negroes; today there are 
10,000,000, a race with whose history 
the United States has been bound and 
with whose progress and improvement 
it always must be bound and united. 

“While the white’ people and the ne- 
groes live contentedly together in this

country, the negro race must have highly 
educated leaders who must come from 
a highly educated class. We hear many 
criticisms of higher education of the 
negro and many say that money spent, 
on university education of the negro is 
wasted. 

“1 do not agree with these critics. The 
negro race must have the highest edu- 
cation, and the higher the better for the 
community. The negroes are very, sus- 
ceptible to pulpit influence, and their 
ministers, who are the best educated, can 
do more than any one else to help up- 
lift the race. The better educated their 
industrial teachers, the much the better 
for the race.”

The Red in the Flag 


Of the flags of the countries of the, 
eastern hemisphere there is only one 
—that of Greece—which does not show 
the martial color, In the western hemi- 
sphere, however, we find several stand- 
arda not showing red. The flags of the 
Argentine Republic, Brazil, Nicaragua, 
Guatemala, Uraguay and Honduras con- 
tain no red. — 

In this country there is no red in the 
Union Jack nor in the flags of the sec- 
retary of the navy, the admiral of the 
navy, the rear admiral senior in rank 
and the rear admiral junior in rank. 

Red appears in the pennant of the 
reay admiral second in rank and _ the 
pennant of the revenue marine. The 
United States mail flag also shows red, 
and that color is also found’ in the 
pennants for the vessels of the light- 
house: service, the yacht ensign, the 
ensign of the revenue marine, the Presi- 
dent’s and the secretary of war’s stand- 
ards. 

The flags that are almost entirely red, 
except for the devices shown thereon, are 
those of Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Mo- 
roceo and Japan. The flag of Turkey is 
practically of a solid red. After red, 
the prevailing color in flags is blue—

\With the same long vowel sound and 


popularity as an imported shrub it may 
now be found growing under almost 
all conditions and in many soils. 
A close ally to the rhododendron, 
equally beautiful though less massivé, 
with similar luxuriance of blossom but 
with a scantier foliage, and bearing a 
very much smaller Jeaf, is the azalea. 
Words alone will not sufficiently describe 
the splendor of its great clusters of 
bloom, The variety is somewhat of the 
Japanese and Chinese order, while the 
rhododendron may be more aptly classi- 
fled as of Indian origin. 

Why is the rhododendron so universally 
popular? Its flowering season comes as 


its beauty it is a thoroughly useful plant, 
though not on account of its producing 
any particular commodity. In the first 
place it is evergreen, and thus well suited 
to every kind of ornamental work in 
gardens and plantations all the year 
round. Secondly, it is one of the very 
few shrub varieties from which rabbits 
and hares will not peel the bark in win- 
ter; that .makes it especially valuable 
for planting in localities where ground 
game abounds. Thirdly, the rhododen- 
dron, as regards the more ordinary varie- 
ties at all events, is comparatively cheap 
to purchase for transplanting in fairly 
large quantities. 

The more common species, the Ponti- 
con, With its mauve and lilac blossoms, 
is the variety most often found, but

when the rarer sorts are in demand the 


 wideat range of choice is possible, in- 


cluding almost every shade of red, white 
and pink, while among specimen trees 
and hybrids there is really no limit to 
the varieties obtainable. 

When every bunch of blossoms con- 
tains such a wealth of beauty it is diffi- 
cult to choose among the azaleas. The 
yellow is probably that most usually 
found in our gardens, beautifully scented, 
and sticky to the touch; while the rich 
orange and flame color of the Molus 
variety, when intermixed in clumps with 
selections from the numerous other 
shades of azalea make a splendid show in 
a good flowering season. | 

Often enough the successful culture of 
these plants is held to depend very 
greatly on the nature of the soil, and 
no doubt experience has shown that peat 
and certain other combinations are es- 
pécially suitable to their rapid growth 
and full development. At the same time 
rhododendrons have been found to grow, 
and to bloom too, in pretty nearly every 


‘soil. 


The effect obtained by the artistic 
grouping of rhododendrons and azaleas is 
often very striking. In a certain well- 
known instance in England a bare hill 
face, formerly a wild expanse of heather 
and rock, by means of judicious planting 
of rhododendrons and azaleas, as well as 
large beds of broom and yellow gorse, 
has been converted into what now ap- 
pears in the month of June as a veritable 
blaze of color.

The Riral New Yorker seems to have 
at least one bit of wise influence to its 
credit. One of its subscribers writes 
that he had taken the advice “back to 
the farm” and was most happy in the 
outcome. He had been a worker in the 
Pennsylvania railroad shops at good 
wages, but he says: 

“Having a pretty good-sized family 
for a young man, I thought it best pol- 
icy to leave the city, and trust’ to 
country life as you had put it. Although 
leaving the city with only money 
enough to purchase horse and imple- 
ments, and put a temporary house on 10 
acres of land, I fell to work, putting in 
trees, sour cherry grove and vineyard, 
pear and plum trees, and the following 
spring 100 apple and 310 peach. The 
peach trees look very promising for the 
coming season. Some. trees had one 
bushel of fruit on this’ season, which 
sold for two for 5 cents, or 30 cents 
a dozen in Lewistown. I.have been raising 
muskmelons in the peach ordchard, and 
find them profitable, I had 3% acres in 
sweet corn the past season, which sold 
readily at fair prices, having 200 bushels 
of potatoes besides. You need not won- 
der why I don’t envy the foremen in 
the railroad shops their positions. 

This man is now at the Pennsylvania 
Agricultural College taking a _ short 
course to prepare him for his farming 
enterprise, He sends a photograph of 
his children in his splendid berry patch, 
the merry group piled onto the horse’s 
back. They look much better off than 
in the crowded city streets. They help 
him in many ways and thus have an 
interest in real life which city children 
are often denied. 


Japanese Singing Kettles 


It is said that the Japanese, so in- 
genious in making curious and fascina- 
ting devices of every kind, manufacture 
singing teakettles. An iron kettle, other- 
wise quite ordinary, has the almost life- 
like characteristic of bursting into song 
when the water boils. The sounds, they 
say, are produced by steam bubbles es- 
caping from sheets of iron fastened across 
the kettle near the bottom. Skill is re- 
quired, not only in making them, but in 
regulating the fire under them. These 
curious kettles have been in use many 
years.—Indianapolis News.

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OYSTER BANKS, DAMARISCOTTA, ME. 
‘Heaps of oyster shells piled here long ago by the Indians. 


+> 


HE ancient shell heaps are huge banks 
of oyster shells, on both sides of the 
‘Damariscotta river, 13 miles from its 
mouth, in the towns of Damariscotta and 
Newcastle. The Damariscotta bank is 
one mile long, 300 feet wide and 18 feet 
deep. The Newcastle bank is a half mile 
long, 100 feet wide and 32 feet deep. In 
the largest heap, 18 feet deep, it is esti- 
mated that there are 120,000 tons of 
shells. Every four feet weighs about 
one ton. It is also estimated that 20,000 


tons have been taken out, to be ground 
and sold to feed hens. 

It is supposed that the Indians de- 
posited the shells there, since arrow- 
heads, spearheads, and various Indian 
implements, including pieces of stone 
pottery, have been found. 

The shells that are exposed to the at- 
mosphere are decaying rapidly, but 
those that are buried in the river bed 
are still hard and retain their natural 
formation.

Whitt Lord Kitchener is inspecting the 
defenses of Australia and New Zealand and 
formulating new plans of empire strategy, it 
is persistently rumored that he will succeed 
Lord Minto as viceroy of India. Until quite 
recently this rumor was not generally 
credited, but with the complications arising 
from the Dalai Lama’s flight to Calcutta and 
the Chinese military occupation of eastern 

———~ 'Thibet and the capital, it is not unlikely that 
the field marshal’s services will be required more urgently as viceroy 
of India than as commander-in-chief of the Mediterranean forces. 

‘lo see in the Chinese operations a menace to the Indo-Thibetan 
borderland would be unwarranted as far as the details of these 
operations are known today, but the significance for India of this 
reaffirmation of China’s sovereignty over Thibet lies elsewhere. It 
lies in the sudden show of force by the Mongolian colossus and in its 
effect on the masses of India. There is not the slightest doubt that 
the victories of Japan over Russia gave an impetus to Indian national 
aspirations that they could not have received from any other cause, 
event or force, and a bold stroke on the part of awakening China is 
bound to have a similar, and, ina way, stronger effect on the Hindoos. 
Kispecially will this be the case when the operations are near the 
Indian border and~in the vicinity of turbulent Bengal. That the 
Buddhists of Burma must resent the action of the Peking government 
can in no way offset the nationalist impulse derived by the Hindoos 
from the unexpected action of the Chinese. 

Lord Kitchener’s triumphal tour through the British: antipodes, 
where his designs and recommendations are received without any 
criticism to speak of, would acquire a new face if he were to succeed 
Lord Minto next autumn. In that case, his plans for Australia’s and 
New Zealand’s defenses would be carried out if not under his super- 
vision certainly as part of a vast system of imperial protective 
cooperation with its natural center at Calcutta—a system that would 
reduce the Indian ocean to a British sea. 

It seemed not so long ago that the strategic center of gravity 
for British imperial politics was in the Levant, anywhere between the 
Persian gulf and Malta; that was at the time of international 
complications and it was then felt that the conqueror of the Sudan, 
the man who added Transvaal to the British empire and who 
reorganized the Anglo-Indian army, was urgently required in the 
Mediterranean. ‘That such is no longer the case, judging from the 
rumors of his probable succession to the present viceroy of India, is 
indicative of greatly improved international relations. 


-In Any event the Pinchot-Ballinger investigation will not have 
been held in vain. If it fails to show there has been or is anything 
wrong in the government’s conservation methods it will on the other 
hand prove that there is much. that is right. That assurance will be 
worth a great deal.

It sees nothing beyond the expected in the news that kings and 


emperors, college professors and artists, soldiers and statesmen, 
learned societies and legislative assemblies, are preparing to give 
Colonel Roosevelt a triumphant welcome, and that, with two 
exceptions, all the ambassadors and ministers of. European powers 
in Washington have been ordered home to act as masters of 
ceremonies in connection with the various national receptions of 
our former chief magistrate. 

None of these things surprise the Picayune, because it is 
convinced that Theodore Roosevelt stands out today, abroad as well 
as at home, as one of the most important figures in contemporary 
history. Nor will it be surprised if his homecoming shall lead 
among ourselves to the overthrow of established precedents and the 
shattering of cherished ideals. -The popularity of Grant and the 
prestige attached to the receptigpn given him after his remarkable 
trip around the world were not sufficient to win for him a third 
term, but, as the Picayune views it, the anti-third term sentiment 
has weakened since 1880, the present is an era of the people, and

It is a far cry from the summer of 1910 to the fall of 1912, but 
Colonel Roosevelt’s hold on popular sentiment brooks no denial. 


GERMANY’s renewed declaration that she is building her 
splendid war fleet only for defensive purposes is equivalent to 
saying that she thinks some of the other powers are likely sometime 
to assume an offensive attitude. But it must be admitted that her 
excuse for her present‘activity in naval matters is as good as any 
that the other battleship-building countries have to offer. 


It REQUIRED several years of constant 
activity on the part of promoters to obtain 
from the Illinois Legislature the right to 
levy and collect a wheel tax in Chicago. 
This vehicle or trafhe tax is imposed on the 
theory that those who make most use of the 
roadways or city streets should contribute 
most toward their maintenance. Streets are 
constructed in Chicago by special assessment 
upon the abutting property, and owners are 
assessed according to their frontage. The miunicipality has always 
assumed the cost of repairs, but the assumption has been somewhat 
more of fiction than fact, for the revenues of the municipality, up 
to the enforcement of the wheel tax law, had not been sufficient to 
keep the streets in good condition: 

Chicago has now a wheel tax fund. The sum of $500,000 is 
collected annually from the vehicle owners. The problem now is 
how to distribute this fund properly. Strong opposition has arisen 
to the idea of dividing it among the wards. The mayor recommends 
that the fund be spent upon the wards in proportion to their respective 
contributions. It would seem to an impartial onlooker that the 
logical way of dealing with the matter would be to employ the money 
mainly for the repair of those streets that are most used by the 
persons who pay the tax. If it is deemed just to tax these people 
specially because their vehicles wear out certain streets, then it should 
be deemed only just to apply the tax to the maintenance of those 
particular streets. 3 

However this may be, Chicago has a source of revenue here 
which, if used wisely, should be of great assistance in maintaining

the main traveled thoroughfares. And there is not lacking in the 


matter a useful hint for other municipalities. 


By running more trairis and lengthening the “rush hour”’ service 
the New York subway management 1s now pledging the public to give 
it seats for all between the hours of 10 a. m. and 3:40 p..m.

found since 1768. ‘Thousands on thousands 
of papers were looked over by Professor > 
Wallace and his wife in their enthusiastic search for informatjon 
about the bard of Avon, and their persistent efforts were finally 
richly rewarded. | They came across twenty-six documents in a case 
at court wherein Shakespeare was a witness. The complainant 
sought to recover a sum that he alleged his father-in-law~had agreed 
to give him as a dowry at the time of complainant’s marriage. 
Shakespeare, it seems, for a part of his time in London, dwelt at 
the house of a French Huguenot, Christopher Mountjoy, hairdresser 
and wigmaker. In his own deposition in the case referred to, it is 
confessed by the poet that, upon being urged-to do so by the girl’s 
mother, he did “‘move and persuade” one Stephen Bellott to a mar- 
riage with Mary Mountjoy, whose father, Christopher Mountjoy, was 
defendant in the suit. The outcome of the case is not known and 
does not matter, but the whole world is concerned about what was 
revealed relating to Shakespeare. In the copyrighted article printed 
in the March Harper’s Magazine, Professor Wallace says: 
These documents give us a new signature of Shakespeare, permit us 
for the first tmme to hear him talk and see him act, lotate his London 
residence, reveal the environment in which he lived, enable us to better 
understand his knowledge of foreign places, peoples and languages 
. . make us know him as unmythical, living, real; confirm him as 
being the author of the plays that bear his name and make us feel in 
ali his personal presence. 


We are greatly indebted to this American professor for 
bringing to light the rich treasyre so long hidden in an English legal 
storehouse. There have been innumerable other searchers in this 
same field, and the wonder is that these documents were not found 
before; the fact that they were not found leads us to the conclusion 
that there may yet remain still others of equal value, if not in the 
same halls, in similar ancient collections. Off with the dust of time 
that has gathered on these hoards and let an organized hunt be made 
by the Shakespeare societies! 


TREE-PLANTING will be prosecuted with 
unusual vigor this year. The importance of 
the work has been brought to closer and 
wider attention than ever before by the fre- 
quent discussions on conservation and 
reforestation. Arbor day has already been 
observed in the South. Ten thousand trees 
were set out under the auspices of the Plain- 
ville (Tex. )} Commercial Club; in Weather- 
ford there was a general planting of pecan 
trees by the school children; in Brady more trees were started than 
in any previous season. Treelessness will soon become an unknown 
condition in Texas towns. 

Northward through all this country an active interest is being 
manifested, and a New Hampshire journal notes that the town of 
Guelph, in Ontario, is to import white pine seedlings from Germany 
for planting a 168-acre tract of land belonging to the municipality. 
The objects sought are to protect the town’s water source by a forest 
cover over its springs in the hills, to make a beautiful woods for a 
public park and to provide for a future timber supply as a municipal 
asset. : 

The Germans have found that the introduction into their forests 
of valuable trees native to other countries may be decidedly to their 
advantage. Norway spruce and Austrian and Scotch pine have been 
carried from their native homes to other parts of Europe and to 
America to the profit of the growers of timber. White pine from 
this country is grown commercially on a large scale abroad, and now 
the Germans are sending for Montana larch seeds. The American 
black walnut, the Douglas fir and other species are said to be flourish- 
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-ing in Europe today. From Australia the eucalyptus has been 


brought to our western coast, where it grows admirably. The 
national forestry bureau is constantly experimenting with foreign 
growth which may possibly be introduced into this country to 
advantage. 

Our annual Arbor day will soon be here, and plans might well 
be made at once for its enthusiastic and practical celebration. By a 


‘united effort we can add greatly to our native growths. One who has 


planted a tree with his own hands, says an arboriculturist, is “sensible 
of having done something unselfish and worth while, and in that 
feeling there is a benediction.”

‘ responsibility. Several delicate as well as 
important matters are already claiming tactful and judicious adjust- 
ment and several others will soon demand attention. Upon the 
method and manner of their adjusttnent depends the outcome of the 
next political campaign in the state, and, perhaps, the prosperity of 
Republicanism in New York for some years to come. 


It will require diplomacy little short of genius to prevent the 


present Albany situation from leading to bitter and disastrous 


political feuds; the distribution of federal patronage can be so carried 


on as to cement the party organization in many districts or to lead to 
further demoralization; the finding of a man to take the place of 
Governor Hughes and the perfecting of plans for preventing’ the 
Roosevelt boom from premature development, are problems calling 
for a politician of the highest order. 

We believe it will be generally admitted that if New York can 
be saved to the Republicans next fall—and not many close observers 
in or out of the state believe that it can—Senator Root is the 
man to accomplish it. Doubts would rapidly disappear if there 
could be any real assurance that he would be given a free hand. 
The indications now are that he will meet with stubborn opposition 
from the machine the moment he undertakes to put new men in 
control. For the present, while he is not in absolute control, he may 
be described as the man behind Lloyd C. Griscom, a fact that should 
at least lead Empire state Republicans to hope. 


It is quite likely that there will be not only 
a readjustment of representation in Congress, 
but a general readjustment of popular belief 
respecting the distribution of population, as 
a result of the census of the United States 
to be taken next month. Among many 
impressions likely to be disturbed and upset, 
one of the most important is that wich 
credits the West and portions of the South 
with growth in population out of all propor- 
tion to the growth of the East. It will probably appear from the 
census figures of this year, as it has from those of previous decennial 
enumerations, that the changes in representation will be not so 
marked as expected. ‘The West has grown wonderfully in the last 
ten years, as have certain parts of the South, but the East has not 
been at a standstill. It is seen from the reports of the last two 
censuses that the gains in population were confined to no particular 
section, while they were more general, and for this reason more 
conspicuous, in the new West and the new South. Illinois and Texas 
made large gains in representation in 1880 and in 1900, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania kept pace with Minnesota, and New York gained 
as many as Nebraska. Combined, New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey gained eleven seats, while, combined, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan had a net gain of only six seats, and 
the entire South, including Missouri, Kentucky and West Virginia, 
had a gain of only seventéen votes. State enumerations show that 
whilg the rate of increase of pofiulation for five years was 5 per cent 
for Kansas, 4 per cent for Michigan, 8 per cent for Wisconsin, 10 
per cent for Wyoming, Minnesota and South Dakota, it was 7 per 
cent for Massachusetts, 11 per cent for New York, 14 per cent for 
New Jersey and Rhode Island. Jowa actually showed a decrease. 

People are so prone to judge by appearances in matters relating 
to growth and population that when the cold figures of the census 
are presented to them a question is often raised as to their reliability. 
But the enumerators of the cénsus, as a rule, .have been vindicated 
by the recounts.
